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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICES 


GREENWOOD — 1949 


It is regrettable that the Public Health Nursing Service 
could not be resumed before August of this year. However, 
it is a pleasure to submit a report on the health activities 
which have taken place. 


In June and July a nurse was loaned to the town in 
order that a series of Child Health Conferences might be 
conducted for the preschool children. These children were 
offered immunizations against diphtheria, whooping cough, 
tetanus and smallpox. They also received physical examin- 
ations by the conference physician. The third conference 
was held in August. The total attendance at Child Health 
Conferences during June, July and August was 31. Two 
children seen at these conferences were referred to Crippled 
Children’s Services for diagnosis and treatment. 


In September physical examinations were done in the 
Ist, 4th and 7th grades. Home follow-up visits have been 
made to those who were found to be in need of medical at- 
tention or in need of health supervision. The local Red Cross 
will pay for one throat operation this year. 


The patch test was applied to all children in the Tubbs 
school at the request of the school physician. Follow-up visits 
were made to the positive reactors for the purpose of encou- 
raging parents to have the children x-rayed. 

Services for the mental hygiene and eye clinics have been 
offered to those who would benefit by such services. 

It has been a pleasure to do Public Health Nursing in 
Greenwood and we are looking forward to even greater com- 
munity participation in health work in the future. 

I wish to thank the Child Health Conference committee 
and the school personnel for their fine cooperation.

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SUMMARY OF FOREST FIRE PREVENTION AND 
CONTROL LAWS PASSED IN 1949 


Several requests have come to this department for a 
brief explanation in every day language of the new forest 
fire set-up between the state and towns. 

It should be understood that the following are broad 
interpretations which in many instances will not apply to 
the borderline or special case. A copy of the laws: may be 
obtained from the Forestry Department, State House, Au- 
gusta, or from your nearest state warden. 


Forest Fire Prevention and Control in Organized Towns. 
The purpose of the laws which became effective on August 6, 
1949 was to place forest fire control under the Forestry De- 
partment for the entire state. It provides an unbroken chain 
of command from the town forest fire warden to the forest 
commissioner. A maximum amount of tesponsibility and 
authority remains with each local community but state au- 
thority is provided whenever the town system breaks down. 


The organized town area has been divided into seven 
fire control districts with a state district warden in charge of 
each, employed on a year round basis. These men are res- 
ponsible to the forest commissioner. 


Each state district warden administers the fire proteec- 
tion organization and is responsible for the forest fire pre- 
vention-education program in his district. He prepares and 
revises annually a forest fire plan for his district. 

The seven districts are subdivided into twenty-four sub- 
districts with a seasonal state forest fire warden in charge 
of each. These seasonal wardens are responsible to their state 
district forest fire wardens and assist him in carrying out the 
job of fire prevention and control. 


Lookout towermen are directly responsible to the state 
wardens in charge of the district where the tower is located. 
They report fires in their range of vision and are responsible 
for the maintenance of their facilities. 

The town forest fire warden is appointed by the forest 
commissioner with the approval of the local town officials for 
a three year term. He may be any citizen of the town and

is often the fire chief as well as town forest fire warden. He 
is responsible for taking immediate charge of control and 
extinguish forest fires within his town. ‘‘The management of 
town forest fires shall be the responsibility of the town forest 
fire warden until in the judgment of a state forest fire warden 
the situation makes it advisable for him to to take over.’’ 
Final authority and responsibility on forest fires shall be that 
of the state forest fire warden. This makes it necessary that 
the state warden be advised by the town forest fire warden 
of each fire in his town as soon as it is discovered. This is an 
important link in the chain of command from the town forest 
fire warden to the state warden. If the state warden at the 
scene of the fire is unable to handle the situation, he requests 
further aid from his immediate superior. 


The Forestry Department shall be the coordinating agen- 
ey whenever or wherever a major forest fire occurs or threat- 
ens. 

Aid to Towns. Towns, cities, or plantations must pay 
the costs of controlling and extinguishing forest fires up to 
an amount equal to 2% of the town tax valuation. The state 
will reimburse the town for 1% these costs. All forest fire 
suppression costs above this amount shall be paid by the 
state. Requests for 14 state reimbursement must be present- 
ed to the forest commissioner within 60 days after total ex- 
tinguishment of the fire or become void. 


Slash and Brush Disposal. The responsibility for slash 
or brush disposal rests entirely on whoever ‘‘cuts, causes or 
permits to cut’’ forest growth. Such slash or brush must be 
moved back 50 feet from the shoulder or pavement of any 
publie highway or road and 25 feet from utility right of 
ways. On complaint, if a real fire hazard exists, slash and 
brush must be removed 25 feet from forest growth of an ad- 
joining land owner and 100 feet from dwellings. 


All slash and brush shall be removed the required dis- 
tance within 30 days after eutting, or 30 days after being 
notified to remove it. A violator of this section is liable to a 
fine of $100 or 30 days imprisonment, or both. He is liable 
to the same fine and imprisonment every 30 days following 
his violation until the slash and brush is cleared back the 
required distance. 
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Another section of the same act requires that slash and 
brush resulting from the construction and maintenance of 
highways and utility right of ways shall be removed from 
these areas by burning or hauling away. Burning must com- 
ply with that section of the law covering burning permits 
which follows: 


Burning Permits. It it unlawful for any person to kin- 
dle a fire for purposes of clearing land or burning logs or 
stumps, roots, brush, slash, fiields of dry grass, pasture, and 
blueberry land except when the ground is covered with snow. 
without first obtaining a written permit. Permits are issued 
by the town forest fire wardens. <A permit is necessary for 
any person to burn, even on his own land, A burning permit 
does not relieve the person of legal responsibility if the fire 
is allowed to escape or causes damage to property of another.

Re: Audit of Accounts—Town of Greenwood 
January 1, 1949 to December 31, 1948 


An audit of the records and accounts of the Town of 
Greenwood has been completed for the year ended December 
31, 1948. 


CASH 


The cash balance as of December 31, 1948, as reconciled 
with the statement of the National Bank of Commerce of 
Portland, Maine, was $6,715.41. This amount agreed witli 
the record of the Selectmen and Treasurer. Cash receipts as 
recorded by the Treasurer, were traced to deposits in the 
bank and appeared to be in proper order. 

Disbursements were made by check from Selectmens’ 
warrants which were properly authorized. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 


This account amounting to $155.25, represents reimburs- 
able expenditures made prior to December 31, 1948 which had 
not been received when the books were closed and an amount 
due from the Trust Funds. This amount is supported in 
detail on Schedule A-1. ; 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 


The taxes receivable as reflected by the Collector’s ree- 
ords as of December 31, 1948 amounted to $1,831.20. Of this 
amount $1,809.24 is represented by the current year and 
$21.96 by prior years. A statement showing the transactions 
occurring in this account for the year is shown on Schedule 


TAX LIENS 


Tax Liens in the amount of $563.26, as shown on the 
Balance Sheet, were on file with the Town Treasurer. An 
examination of the liens indicated that each was properly 
recorded at the Register of Deeds. A detail of the tax liens 
is shown on Schedule A-12. 
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INVESTMENTS 


Investments amounting to $1,000.00 were examined. The 
securities were in the possession of the Treasurer and are 
listed on Sehedule A-4. . 


CAPITAL RESERVE FUND INVESTMENTS 


This account was increased during the year by $53.35 
representing deposits made from the General Fund of $40.25 
and interest on the saving account of $13.10. There is $12.50 
due this account from the General Fund at December 31. 
1948 which should be deposited upon receipt. 


NOTES PAYABLE 


A reduction of $1,000.00 in this account was made by 
appropriation during the year. There remains to be paid 
$6,000.00 as shown on Schedule A-6. 


CAPITAL RESERVE FUND 


This account was increased by $25.60 which represented 
earnings from investments as follows: securities $12.50 (not 
deposited) and bank interest $13.10. 


RESERVE FOR CARRYING BALANCES 


Departmental accounts financed by direct appropriation 
or other revenue, which are required by law or for some 
other reason to be carried forward to the 1949 year, constitute 
this account.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Greenwood. 


I’m pleased to make my fourth annual report on the 
progress of the Greenwood schools. 


The Tubbs and Greenwood City Schools still have small 
enrollments, there being twelve registered in each school. The 
enrollment at Locke Mills has increased this year. The be- 
ginning class has nineteen pupils. 


The year started with four of last year’s teachers on 
the payroll. Mrs. Olive Lurvey, who served you so faithfully 
and so well as Principal at the Locke Mills school for several 
years, accepted a position in Bethel. Mrs. Frances Gunther 
was made Principal. Miss Leonora Toomey, who started the 
year in the upper grade room, left after a few weeks and was 
followed by Mr. Gail Webber. Due to illness in her family 
Mrs. Elizabeth Wight, who has done such fine work with the 
primary grades, found it necessary to get through at Christ- 
mas vacation. Mrs. Miriam McAllister of Bryant Pond, who 
formerly taught the primary grades, was secured to finish 
vut the year. 


The Tubbs school was completely painted this past year, 
and the interior of the Greenwood City school was also paint- 
ed. This was the only major repair for the year. Your 
committee feels that the outside of the Greenwood City build- 
ing should be painted this year, and the Locke Mills building 
in 1951. 


Your school committee each year makes recommendations 
as to the amount it anticipates will be needed to carry on the 
school program. Two years ago it was necessary to ask for 
$12,300 for School Maintenance, plus amounts for repairs, 
ete. Last year the estimated amount needed was only $10,300. 
Under ordinary circumstances this would have been enough, 
but the failure of the State to entirely meet its subsidy ob- 
ligations plus an unexpected increase in high school tuition 
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necessitated using a large portion of the balance. Mainly 
due to these factors and to a large increase in numbers of 
high school tuition pupils much more money must be appro- 
priated for school maintenance this year. Directly following 
you will find the recommendations of the school committee. 

May I express appreciation for your cooperation this 
past year.

WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


To James W. Ring, a Constable of the Town of Greenwood 
in the County of Oxford, Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby direct-

Art. 8. To elect a commissioner or commissioners. 


. Art. 9. To elect one member of the school committee for 
three years, and one member of the school committee for one 
year, and all other necessary town officers for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
‘aise and appropriate for the following accounts: 

1. The support of common schools and payment of high 
school tuition. 
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2. The purchase of textbooks. 

3. Repairs and insurance on schoolhouses. 

4. The purchase of common school supplies. 

5. Salary of superintendent and office supplies. 


Art. 11. To see if the Town of Greenwood will instruct 
its Superintending School Committee to pay to the Town of 
Paris tuition at the rate of $150 per student attending either 
Paris High School for the school year 1950-51. 


Art. 12. To see what action the Town of Greenwood will 
take in regard to the Richardson Hollow Schoolhouse, 


Art. 13. To see if the town will vote to pay the members 
of the school committee for their services for 1949. 


Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$25.00 for publie health nursing in Greenwood, said sum to 
be expended by the State Bureau of Health, for local services.

-To see if the town will vote to authorize the se- 
lectmen to insure the town tractor or tractors against prop- 
erty damage and personal liability. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will vote to authorize the se- 
leectmen to procure a temporary loan or loans in anticipation 
of taxes, for the purpose of paying obligations of the town: 
such loan or loans to be paid during the current municipal 
year, out of money raised during said current municipal year 
by taxes. Said loans not to exceed in the aggregate $18,000.00. 


Art. 29.. To see if the town will vote to authorize the se- 
leetmen to sell such real estate acquired by tax liens as they 
may deem advisable for the best interest of the town, and con- 
vey the same by quitclaim deed. Such real estate to be ad- 
vertised thirty days. 


Art. 30. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money to be used for cutting bushes along the highway, and 
fix that sum. 


Art. 31. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$1,000.00 for the payment of tractor notes due Dec. 30, 1950. 


Art. 32. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the 
sum of $200.00 to cooperate with the Maine Forest Service 
and the Federal Government in the control of the White Pine 
Blister Rust in accordance with Revised Statutes, Chap. 32, 
See. 54. 
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Art. 33. To see whether or not the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $25.00 to be paid to the State of 
Maine Publicity Bureau to be expended and used for adver- 
tising the natural resources, advantages and attractions of 
the State of Maine in accordance with the provisions of Chap- 
ter 5, Section 82, of the Revised Statutes of Maine. 


Art. 34. To see what sum the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for Town Hall expenses for 1950. 


Art. 35. To see if the town will vote to buy new snow re- 
moval equipment to replace Cletrae equipment. 


Art. 36. To see if the town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for the purpose of preceding article. 


Art. 37. To see what action the Town will take with ref- 
erence to ratifying, approving and confirming the action of 
the Selectmen in executing and delivering in the name and 
on behalf of the Town a contract with the Central Maine 
Power Company covering street lighting service in the Town 
for a period of ten (10) years from the effective date of said 
contract, whereby, in consideration of Central Maine Power 
Company’s furnishing street lighting service, including the 
necessary electric energy, for the term of the contract, the 
Town agreed to pay for such service the sums prescribed by 
the Company’s applicable rate as filed with the Public Utili- 
ties Commission of Maine or as thereafter amended.

Art. 39. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to wire the Greenwood City Tractor 
House for electricity. 


Art. 40. To see if the town will take any action in naming 
a budget committee. 


Art. 41. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

of said meeting for the purpose of correctiong the list of 
voters.
